London, .Tune- 21.— The Daily Mail 
published the following from Yokohama, 
dated yesterday: " Great secrecy is 
maintained regarding Japan's military 
preparations. Fifteen large transports 
have already been chartered and 18 war- 
ships are mobilizing." 



London, Juno 22. — (3:30 a. m.) — The 
United .states gunboat Monocaey was 
two miles up the Pei Ho river when the 
international fleet began the bombard- 
ment of the Taku forts. According to 
the Shanghai correspondent of the Daily 
Express, she was shot through the 
bow. 

The correspondent says that the Chi- 
nese riflemen on both banks of the 
river attacked her Unsuccessfully. 

'I'he scantiness of authentic news with 
reference to the situation continues. 

The British admiralty does not believe 
the report of the death of Admiral Sey- 
mour, commander of the international 
relief column, and seml-olllcial assur- 
ances are given that there seems to be 
not the slightest evidence to back up 
such a report. It is pointed out that 
Admiral Seymour had sufficient supplies 
to enable him to get to Pekin or to get 
back. 

" We are hopeful," says the semi-offi- 
cial announcement, " that, since he has 
not done the latter, he has done the for- 
mer." 

A despatch to the Associated Press 
from Shanghai, dated yesterday, says: 
" The consuls met to-day to consider the 
situation, which, in the absence of news 
from Pekin, is looked upon as particu- 
larly threatening. Grave fears still 
exist as to the safety of the Europeans 
in Pekin. It was agreed to wire to tho 
senior consul at Chee Foo to communi- 
cate with the senior officers at Taku, 
asking for immediate assistance in com- 
municating direct with Pekin, which 
they believe can be brought about 
through Shells, director of telegraphs. 
They advise that Sheng be asked to ex- 
plain the interruptions of communica- 
tion!!." 

The stoppage of trade has thrown ten 
thousand coolies out of work at Shang- 
hai. All tho English ladies at Tien Tsin 
left there Saturday hy train for Taku. 
Shanghai wires they aad some exciting 
experiences and would not have got 
through except for the assistance of the 
Chinese troops. The Boxers made 
several attempts to attack the train. 
Taking advantage ot political disorders, 
bands of robbers are pillaging in the 
vicinity of Sam Chun. The Chinese 
authorities are powerless. 

The explanation given in Hongkong of 
the failure of Li Hung Chang to go to 
Pekin is that there is a rising on the 
border of the Kow Loon Hinterland. 

The Singapore correspondent of the 
Daily Express, telegraphing yesterday, 
says': " Kang Yu Wei, the reformer, 
asserts that the Russian ngents precipi- 
tated if they did not entirely organize 
the present disturbances for purely Rus- 
sian purposes." 

A despatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Shanghai says that the mission- 
aries from Tsnng Chow have safely ar- 
rived at Wei Ilei Wei. 

Washington, June 21.— Admiral Romey 
from Manila supplemented his previous 
brief despatch relative to the sailing of 
the Znfiro, hy one later in the day, an- 
nouncing the departure, of the Iris from 
Manila for Taku. The Iris is a water 
boat, but on this trip she carried a quan- 
tity of supplies for Admiral Kempit B 
squadron, as well as a cargo of good 
coal, a supply badly needed. The de- 
velopments of the day, apart from those 
at Tien Tsin, greatly encouraged the 
officials here in their hope that the worst 
is past in China, and that the difficulty 
can now he settled without any serious 
change of the political status of the 
country— nt least its relation with the 
outer world. The state department id 
much gratified with the attitude of the 
powers. So far as it is informed, there 
is no difference of opinion or intention 
among the different powers respecting 
the Chinese situation. Their object is 
simply to restore pence, protect life and 
property, and leave all further questions 
for future settlement. 

Berlin, June 21.— Lu Ha. Iionn, Chi- 
nese minister in Berlin, in reply to ques- 
tions, denied emphatically that the Chi- 
nese government meant to wage war. 
and declared that the commanders of 
the Taku forts undoubtedly acted with- 
out instructions. He referred to the re- 
ports of the murder of Baron Von Kete- 
ler and of the destruction of the lega- 
tions as " fables." 

When asked from what source he had 
obtained such precise information, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the 
other day he had admitted that he had 
received no cable advices from home, lie 
replied that he knew these things from 
the general intentions of his government 
and from his own general instructions. 

London, June 22.— i'he Shanghai, cor- 
respondent of the Times says: " t,reat 
destruction was caused by the Boxers 
in tho native quarter of Tien Tsin on 
Juno 15. but the presence of the foreign 
troops in the foreign settlement protected 
that. The native press asserts that 
there are bitter dissensions in the Mnn- 
chw party. A field post service from 
Taku to Pekin is being organized here 
and will proceed' immediately. Obinesr 
military studenta'are leaving Japan." 

Shanghai, June 21.— Bluejackets have 
been landed at Woo Sung. 10 mile 
north, to protect the telegraph station. 

Washington. June 21— Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Haekett received a 
cablegram this nftemoon from Admiral 
Kempff, dated Chee Foo. June 21, say- 
ing that Tien Tsin is being bombarded, 
and that much of the American consu- 
late, as well as much of tho foreign con- 



TO SECURE PEACE. 

Hopes That Terms May Be Arranged 
For Aguinaldo's Surrender. 

Manila. June 21.— Two hundred Fili- 
pinos met this morning in Manila to de- 
termine on honorable and decorous 
methods for securing peace. The results 
were submitted to Gen. McArthnr, who 
accepted them. The leaders of the meet- 
ing will use tlieir influence to induce 
Aguinnldo to accept the arrangement. 
If they are successful, as they hope to 
be. they believe Aguinnldo will issue 
orders in conjunction with the American 
authorities for the cessation of hostili- 
ties.

Accra, June 21. — Sir Frederick Ilodg- 
son, governor of the Gold Coast, accord- 
ing to reports from Kumnssi, was 
wounded in the shoulder during a recent 
sortie from the fort. It is also rumored 
that eight officers were killed. 

Provisions at Kumnssi are scarce, and 
there are many wounded. The invest- 
ment is so complete that no one is .able 
to leave, and great privations are en- 
dured by the native population. Day by 
day the position is becoming more pre- 
carious, and there are no prospects of 
relief. 

London, June 21.— Mr. Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, said to-day, in the 
course of an interview, that the govern- 
ment was not. able to guarantee life and 
property in the Gold Coast Hinterland. 

Mr. Chamberlain added that at the 
palaver held with Capt. Morris, com- 
manding in the northern territory of the 
Gold Coast, who entered Kumnssi May 
15 with 2o(> reinforcements, largely 
native, the Ashnnti chiefs insisted that 
the Governor must leave Kumassi, anil 
that they should be allowed to buy and 
sell slaves. The Ashantis also objected 
to the establishment of schools among 
them. 



KHEDIVE IX ENGLAND. 
Pays His First Official Visit-He Is 

.Taken 111. 

London, June 21, — Abbas Himli, the 
Khedive of Egypt, arrived in English 
waters to-day, on his first official visit to 
this country. The Royal yacht Osborne 
brought him from Flushing to Port Vic- 
toria, where he was received with a 
salute from the fleet. 

The Khedive is accompanied by tho 
commander of the Anglo-Egyptian forces, 
Gen. Wingate, and Sir James Rodd, 
British secretary of legation and secre- 
tary of the consul-general in Egypt. 

'I'he Duke of Cambridge, the Turkish 
ambassador, Anthopnlo Pasha, and a 
number of other distinguished persons, 
with a guard of honor, assembled at the 
Charing Cross station to welcome the 
Khedive, but they received the informa- 
tion, after a tiresome wait, that His 
Highness was suffering from sickness, 
and would in consequence postpone his 
departure from Tort Victoria for Lon- 
don. The party therefore dispersed, and 
shortly afterwards, in response to a tele- 
gram." ii London specialist left this city 
by train to attend the Khedive. 

The Khedive later was said to have 
been suffering for two days previous to 
his departure from Flushing from symp 
toms of diphtheria, which increased dur 
ing the voyage. The attending physi 
cians, after consultation on board the 
royal yacht to-night, determined to wait 
until Saturday before deciding on the 
question of his removal to London,

Vancouver, June 21. — L. Edwin Dud- 
ley, the United States consul, has asked 
the United States government to allow 
the battleship Iowa, now at Port" An- 
geles, to take part m the celebration. 
The parade committee are to arrange for 
a patriotic float representing " Victorious 
Britain." Twenty-live firms have prom- 
ised to be represented in the parade. 

The steamer (Mitch has passed her in- 
spection at Seattle. 

The Veterans' Association are chang- 
ing their constitution and by-laws to 
make provision for the admission of all 
those who have been honorably dis- 
charged after three years' or more ser- 
vice in the militia, volunteers, or regu- 
lars in Canada or the Old Country. It 
is expected that the membership, now 
about 00, will be increased to several 
hundred. 

Fifty Chinamen discharged from the 
Dunsniuir coal mines arrived in the city 
hy the Nanaimo ferry to-day. Accord- 
ing to Premier Dunsmuir's ante-election 
pledges, the Chinamen are replaced by- 
white men at the mines.

London, June 22.— (-1 a.m.)— General 
Buller is pressing his advance. On Wed- 
nesday he followed the Johannesburg 
railway to Panrde Kop, 41 miles froia 
Standerton. About :M0 Boers, singly or 
in small parties, have surrendered. 

The war office lias issued a list of 
casualties in engagements around Ileil- 
bron, .previously undisclosed. 

Lord Roberts has adopted the Trans- 
vaal mining regulations for military ad- 
ministration, 

A despatch from Lorenzo Marques 
says: "The Boers have printed and post- 
ed at every corner, the following: 

'Mnehododorp, Moiuluy— The Paris ex- 
position has closed and Franco has de- 
clared war gainst England. Fifty miles, 
of railway has been destroyed in the 
Free State and 3,000 British have sur- 
rendered.' " 

Five miles of telegraph between Ko- 
matipoort and Kooplniden tire down, and 
native runners traverse the distance. The 
Boers continue to assert that they iwve- 
hnd successes east of Pretoria. 

The colonial office publishes a notifica- 
tion by the military governor of Johan- 
nesburg of the stoppage of a cheque for 
£4,000 drawn for the French Bank in 
South Africa upon the National Bank of 
the South African Republics, and warn- 
ing all persons against dealing in the 
cheque, as the funds of the National 
Bank are the property of Her Majesty's 
government. 

The Transvaal government, according 
to the Lorenzo Marques correspondent of 
the Times, is reduced to severe financial 
straits, and is endeavoring to meet the- 
emergency with treasury bills, but the- 
people refuse to accept them. 

The first train for Pretoria left Cape- 
town yesterday. 

London, June 2.1.— It is hoped in Lon- 
don that Gen. Puller's advance westward 
will hasten the conclusion of hostilities 
by cutting off nil communication between 
President Steyn raid Gen. Dewet's force 
in the Orange River Colony and Gon. 
Botha's burghers in the Transvaal, and.

Vancouver, .Tune 21.— The board OF 
health last night decided to demand 
from every vendor of milk a certificate 
that his cattle are healthy and his dairy 
is clean and well kept. At the sugges- 
tion of the health inspector, the board 
empowered him to request that all per- 
sons going to Seattle on the 4th of July 
be vaccinated, 'owing to the prevalence 
of smallpox in Seattle. If they decline, 
they will be compelled to submit to vac- 
cination on their return. 

This will cause a strong protest in the 
city, as the British friendly societies- 
have joined in arranging to give a mon- 
ster excursion to Seattle on that day,, 
and an enormous crowd would surely 
have gone. A strong effort is to he made' 
to hayc the board of health rescind their 
resolution.

London, June 21.— (3:40 p.m.)— Tlic ad 
utii.tlty has received the following de- 
spatch from Rear-Aduiiral Bruce; 

• t'aku — No communication from com 
lil .iider-dn-ehief in seven days or from 
'; ii Tsin in five days. 

The allies hold Taku forts and Ton 
lva securely, and they will advance to 
the relief of Tien Tsin when in sufficient 
strength. Troops are expected from 
Hongkong to-morrow, and 300 from Wei- 
Hai-Wei the following day. It is be- 
lieved lighting is constantly proceeding 
around Tien Tsin. Our garrison there is 
said to be about 3,000 men. 

"The following proclamation was 
agreed to tiiis morning, to be issued forth 
with: 'Admirals aud senior naval otll 
cers of allied powers in China desire to 
make known to all viceroys and author 
itiies along the coasts and in cities and 
provinces of China, that they intend to 
use armed force only against the Uosers 
aud people that oppose them on the march 
to E'okin for the rescue of their fellow 
countrymen.' " 

The date of the above despatch from 
Taku is not give-n, but probably It is 
Juno 19. 

There is little additional news from the 
Far East, and what is coming reflect 
the prevailing state of uncertainty 
■and lack of information of a trustworthy 
kind 

The mo.-t startling item is the rumored 
death of Vice-Admirul Seymour, but no 
credence whatever is attached to the re- 
port. 

The statement that Li Hung Chans 
has cancelled his passage to Pekia is in- 
teresting. How he manages to disobey 
the Dowager Empress and command is 
not clear, but evidently fear of a revolu- 
tion at Canton in the event of his depar- 
ture induced the consuls to briug strong 
pressure to bear. 

Special despatches from Shanghai con- 
tinue to recount wholesale slaughter at 
Pekin. 

Yokohama, June 21.— The reports of 
the murder of foreign ministers at Pekin 
and the death of Admiral Seymour, al- 
though viewed with suspicion, have 
created a profound sensation. 

The press expresses the opinion that 
Japan must, with or without the con- 
sent of the powers, adopt active meas- 
ures. 

The naval and military officers are 
very busy. Probably the whole Hirosh- 
ima division under command of General 
Fukashima will be afloat within u few 
days. 

The Russian cruiser Rurik lias arrived 
here with the new Russian minister to 
Japan and leaves for Taku to-day. 

Shanghai, June 21.— The British de- 
stroyer Whiting, at Chee Foo, reports 
that nothing has been heard from Ad- 
miral Seymour's force for six days. The 
French consul wires that the -British 
mission at Tsang Chow has been looted 
and the missionaries conveyed to an un- 
known place by a Chinese general. 

Hongkong, June 21. — Reports have 
t>een received ihorc from Canton that ow- 
ing to the representations of the foreign 
consuls, Li Hung Chang has consented 
to remain in Canton. 



DEATH OF JOHN HALLAM. 

Toronto Loses One of Her Most Re- 
spected Representative Men. 

Toronto, .Tune 21.— John Hallam died 
to-night. He had been in poor health 
for the past year or two, and was away 
most of last winter for his health in the 
Bahamas, but only rallied temporarily. 
Mr. Hallam was a Lancashire lad who 
came here and made his fortune in 
business so successfully that for many 
years he had been the largest leather 
merchant in Toronto. He took a keen 
interest in public affairs, was frequently 
a member of the city council, and in 
spite of his poor health ran for the 
mayoralty last January, wishing to 
secure that honor to crown the life he 
knew was Hearing its close. There are 
few men in Canada who have a higher 
reputation for public spirit than he.

Quesnel, June 21. — (Special) —Archi- 
bald McNaughton, postmaster at Ques- 
nel, died this morning, after a lingering 
illness. He was the youngest of that 
company of pioneers who crossed the 
plains of British North America in 1862, 
most of whom have passed to the great 
beyond. He followed mining for a num- 
ber of years in Cariboo, and was also 
assessor and collector for that district. 
He was manager for the Hudson's Bay 
Company for many years, but left their 
service ' in 1804. being afflicted with 
paralysis. He has also held the position 
of postmaster since 18S7. He hail the 
regard and respect of the community, 
and endeared himself to his many friends 
by bis kindness of heart and true good- 
ness. 

Much sympathy is felt for his devoted 
widow, who has by her attention and 
untiring efforts prolonged his life. Mr. 
McNaughton was 57 years of age and 
the eldest son of Archibald McNaughton, 
of Montreal, one of the most widely 
known and respected merchants of that 
city.

Jay P. Graves will send all the 
ore of that character from the mine to 
the Trail smelter for treatment. The 
first carload was despatched yesterday. 

The receipts of sulphide ore at the 
smelter here from the City of Paris mine 
thus far aggregate 15,000 tons. 

The new compressor and power house 
buildings at the Knob Hill and Old Iron- 
sides are nearing completion. The addi- 
tional plant to be installed next month in- 
cludes two SO h.p. boilers, two large 
hoists, air receivers, two cages, a. station 
pump and a surface condenser.

In the house to-day Mr. Richardson 
offered a resolution declaring the C. P. 
R. subsidy lands subject to taxation in 
1001. lie was called down by both 
leaders, ami the vote resulted in the reso- 
lution being defeated by 00 to tl. 

The committee on emergency rations 
sat till nearly midnight. The evidence 
of Dr. Neilson, director-general of the 
medical service, showed that he de- 
pended altogether on Dr. Devlin's word 
that the sample he tendered upon was 
the stuff tried in Kingston under a dif- 
ferent name. Subsequent evidence 
showed that the material sent to South 
Africa was not within almost 20 per 
cent, of the strength of the Kingston 
food. 

Such good progress was made in sup- 
ply to-night that prorogation is now prob- 
able in a fortnight.

Agrarian Newspaper Pretends Germany 
Wants to Fight Britain. 

Berlin, June 21,— A sensation has been 
caused by a declaration of Herr Met 
tel. a member of the reichstag, and edit- 
or-in-chief of the Deutcho Tages Zeitting, 
the agrarian organ, who. in the course of 
a political speech at Ebernburg, said: 
"Our next war will be naval and against 
England. Of this we have been quietly 
assured by the government, and it was 
because of this assurance that the agrari- 
ans voted for the naval bill." 

BEN1IAM FREE. 

A Famous Murder Trial Ends in Ac- 
Quittal. 

Canadaigua. .Tune 21.— Howard C. 
Benham, accused of the murder of his 
wife, by administering prussic acid to her, 
was to-dav adjudged not guilty of the 
crime. Judge 'Houghton's charge took 
up a little over an hour and a half, and 
the jurors retired at 11:10. They return- 
ed at 1:50. The usual question upon the 
re-entering of the jury was put to Fore- 
man Burch, "Do you find the defendant 
guiltv or not guilty'.'" "Not guilty," was 
the reply. At this Benham fell weeping 
upon the shoulder of his attorney, Mr. 
Wade, and then turning, embraced the 
mem'bera <>f his family. The court offi- 
cials were compelled for a time to pro- 
tect him from the overwhelming congrat- 
ulations of the throng. The jury took 
four ballots, one juror standing out until 
the fourth ballot.

Washington D. ('., June 21.-MInIster Wu 
was seen to-day after ills visit to the slate 
department. He said Secretary Hay had 
expressed his gratification at the news the 
minister had brought from Viceroy Liu of 
three great Yang Tse Klang provinces, 
Klang Su, Klang Si, and An Hut, to the 
effect that lie. In conjunction with his 
colleague. Viceroy Chan, of the provinces 
of Hunan and IIu Feb, were fully compe- 
tent to maintain order and ensure protec- 
tion to all foreigners within their jurisdic- 
tion, and asking that no foreign powers be 
landed within the provinces. Minister Wu 
said In- would reply to Viceroy Liu and 
repeat Secretary Hay's assurances that no 
foreign troops, or more specifically, that no 
United States forces would invade his terri- 
tory so long us peace and order are preserv- 
ed therein. The appearance of alien forces 
In these provinces, said Wu, far from hav- 
ing a subduing effect on any disorder that 
might he brewing under cover, would only 
bring the Hume If the spark was there. 
The minister was very much Incensed at 
a suggestion published this afternoon that 
he be held as a hostage by this country as 
u guarantee for Minister Conger and the 
legation at Pekin. He characterized the 
writer as a narrow-minded pedant, and a 
person wholly Incompetent to speak upon 
International affairs. 

"If a state of war existed In China," 
the minister said, "I should ask for my 
passports, or they would be handed me. 
This Is the only course that would be fol- 
lowed. If such were the case." 

"Was your government at Washington 
responsible," he queried, 'Tor the Italian 
buckings at Tallulah? No: neither Is the 
Chinese government responsible for the de- 
predations of lawless natives, over whose 
movements It lias no control. Does not 
the action of the Empress Downger, In 
degrading the commandment of the Taku 
forts for firing upon the foreign fleet prove 
that the Imperial government had no part. 
In It?" 

The minister was surprised and sorry to 
hear of the report that LI Hung Chang 
had reconsidered his Intention, and would 
not go to Pekin. He Bald he had great 
faith in his ability to relieve the situation 
there. He also expressed his belief that 
Seymour's column had been Pekin, and 
that legations there are safe.

We nre from time to time reminded of 
the existence of secret societies In China 
by the fact that their members engage 
In periodical outbursts which often assume 
fanatical proportions. 

Even those who possess but a passing 
acquaintance with the people of China are 
familiar wdth the names of the "Triad" and 
the "Water Lily" Societies; but few who 
do not actually come into contact wlftl the 
Chinese arc aware that every Chinaman 
belongs to a society or guild of some kind. 

The majority of these are of a commer- 
cial nature resembling the trades unions of 
Europe, but many exist for purely political 
purposes. The famous wide-reaching San- 
ho-hocy, or Triad Society, the society of the 
throe united departments of nature— heaven, 
earth and man— represents, or did origin 
ally represent, the Freemasonry of China, 
having for Its professed purpose "mutual 
aid and assistance." A political bias has, 
however, always appertained to It, and Its 
suppression has become a creed of succes- 
sive Chinese governments. The Llon-hwu, 
or Water Lily Society, has, however, for 
Its declared object the restoration of the 
Chinese dynasty. It has no philanthropic 
cloak, but all who hold to Its 'tenets and 
join Its ranks are the sworn enemies of the 
present Manehu dynasty. They cherish the 
known descendants of the Ming Emperors 
much as the Jacobites did the Stuarts, and 
only await an opportunity to place the 
present representative of the Chinese or 
Ming Sovereigns once more on the throne, 
Many other societies, with more or less 
declared political alms, exist, and one of I 
these, the "Boxers" Is at present making 
Its presence felt. It Is only within the 
last few months that this society has found | 
Itself strong enough to raise the standard 
of revolt and to attempt to attain Its aim 
and object— namely, to uproot the Tartar or 
Manchu dynasty, now misruling China. 

Foreigners of all nations also are objects 
of their antipathy, and "China for Chinese" 
Is their watchword. The name "Boxers" 
Is. of course, an English Interpretation of 
their title, and their Chinese name has 
not yet reached ns. Boxing and gymnastic 
associations have existed from time im- 
memorial In China, and from the fact that 
the present rebels possess no arms of any 
kind, except what they can steal or "com- 
mandeer" from the Manchu soldiers with 
whom they come In contact, would seem to 
Justlfv the title they are popularly known 
by. 'Every successful invasion of China— 
aiid there have been many— has advanced 
through the very country the Boxers nr( 



the country, and leaving behind a d 
of sand carried down from the Mon 
deserts. 

The inevitable consequence Is that the 
whole country is becoming dessieated, and 
u previously fertile country Is now almost 
treeless anil verdureless. The desert is 
almost within sight of the wall's of Te- 
klu and the district around It will be en- 
veloped by the sand storms of the encronch- 
It frequently occurs that re- 
bellion Is ascribed to political exigencies, 
when the real reason Is to be found In the 
want of food. 

The Boxers ns a political faction are but 
one of the many revolutionary bodies that 
have come Into existence owing to the chaos 
Into which the Chinese government has 
fallen It differs from the association to 
which Kong-Yu-T/al and Sun-Yat-Sen be- 
long, Inasmuch as these reformers wish to 
Introduce n monarchical or republican form 
of government based ou European princi- 
ples. Sun-Yat-Sen's mission to this country 
was to try to Induce the British to allow 
his party to work out their, own salvation, 
which he believed could be done If the Bri- 
tish assistance would not be afforded to the 
present government, as happened during the 
Tnlplng rebellion. 

The Young China party dread another 
"Chinese Cordon" being sent to aid the 
Manchu, whereby they declare the progress 
of China was thrown back half a century.

COLUMBIA RIVER SALMON. 

Speculation As to the Reason of the 
Shortage. 

Columbia River Salmon. 

The belief Is dally becoming stronger 
among fishermen and others Interested In 
the Industry that the failure of the supply 
means that the claims of the number of 
salmon propagated artificially have been 
greatly exaggerated to a considerable ex- 
tent. That several millions of young salmon 
are turned loose from the hatcheries an- 
nually Is thought to be unreasonable in view 
or the steady falling off In the catch, and 
the success of the experiments conducted on 
a .small scale Indicates that a mistake must 
have been made In the count of the fry. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there were 
a large number of dsn marked before be- 
I Ing turned loose during the last few years, 
I comparatively few of them hnve ever been 
heard of, although a very close watch has 
been kept. At one of the local canneries 
the Chinese who clean the salmon have 
had a standing offer of HO cents for every 
fish discovered with the adipose fin missing, 
nnd it is extremely improbable that any 
marked fish were overlooked. But, not- 
withstanding this Incentive to vigilance, 
only five marked salmon have been de- 
tected this season. 

George Johnson, foreman of the Cutting 
cannery, and one of the best posted men in 
Astoria on the fishing industry, offers the 
sensible suggestion that early fish be 
hatched. Instead of those taken In July and 
August. If late fish nre hatched, he says, 
the result of the hatching, If any, will not 
he learned until the lntter part of the sea- 
son. His Iden, therefore, Is to secure for 
the first run of salmon as may be required 
now raiding. It Is through the province of for t he purpose of propagation, and put in

A BLIXD CRITIC. 

The News- Advertiser deals at some 
lougth with the responsibility of Mr. 
Dunsmuir and bid colleagues for the ac- 
tion of Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes. 
The value of our contemporary's opinion 
ou a constitutional point may be gather- 
ed from the fact that it seriously says: 
Competent authorities have decided that 
<i lieuteuant-governor holds ofllce at the 
pleasure of the Governor-General and 
requires no action by parliament ante- 
cedent to his dismissal." This in a some- 
what curious sentence in more than one 
particular. It is fearfully ami wonder- 
fully constructed, that is if it means 
what we suppose it does. NA one has 
ever asserted that a lieutenant-governor 
requires parliamentary action before his 
dismissal, but this is probably not -what 
the News- Advertiser meant to say. Our 
contemporary is still angry aud rattled 
Iiy the riwiuc of the elections, and we 
are not even a little bit surprised. 

But the curious point of the article is 
the solemn assertion that it lias been de- 
cided by coupetent authority that a lieu- 
tenant-governor holds office at the pleas- 
ure of the Governor-General. Such an 
expression implies that at one time there 
was some doubt upon the point, but that 
some one having authority in the prem- 
ises has looked the mutter up and settled 
the question for all time to come, iiow 
the fact of the business is that the Brit- 
ish North America Act says in so many 
words that lieutenant-governors bold of- 
fice at the pleasure of the Governor-Gen- 
eral. That there may not be the least 
doubt in any one's mind on this subject, 
we give the law, which will lie found in 
Section 50 of the British North America 
Act, IStiT: 

"A lieutenant-governor shall bold ollice 
during the pleasure of the Governor-Gen- 
eral; but any lieutenant-governor ap- 
pointed after the commencement of the 
first sessiou of the parliament of Canada 
shall not be removable within live years 
from bis appointment, except for cause 
assigned, which shall be communicated 
to him in writing within one mouth after 
the order tor his removal is made, ami 
shall be communicated to tin.' Senate and 
House of Commons within one week 
thereafter, if the parliament is then sit- 
ting, and if not, then within one week 
after the commencement of the next 
session of the parliament." 

In view of our contemporary's ignor- 
ance of this plain statutory provision, it 
is hardly worth while discussing a coo 
stitutional question witli it, more especi- 
ally as it is still so badly out of sorts 
over the defeat of a certain gentleman. 
For a time, let us hope it will not be u 
very long time, nothing that can possibly 
happen in polities is likely to meet with 
the approval of the News-Advertiser. 
We again commend it to the practice of 
philosophy. 



THE WAR. 

A despatch in yesterday morning's 
Colonist said that the Boers had aban- 
doned Macbadodorp and were trekking 
northward. Macbadodorp is a station 
on the Delagoa Bay railway, from which 
the Lyilenbiirg road starts, and it is in 
the direction of that town that the Boers 
have gone. The country between Lyden- 
burg and the railway is, as a rub', not 
difficult, but very high, and at this season 
of the year subject to great cold. The 
despatch also said that our troops had 
reached Machadodorp. We suggested 
some time ago that Buller might send 
a flying column north to that point, but

a political colussus, but only as a practi- 
cal business man -who knows what Brit- 
ish Columbia needs at the present junc- 
ture. Being such, the Colonist hoped for 
his selection, aud is sorry- f >r his defeat; 
hut it does not admit that the arena of 
British Columbia politics is too small for 
the talents of Mr. Mackintosh or any 
other maa in the Dominion. The Stur 
simply writes itself down a cad when it 
makes such a claim. 

British Columbia politics have certain^ 
ly been much mixed, hut, for all that, 
the questions before the people have been 
of a high order, of quite as high an order 
as the sort of stuff which the Star has 
been instrumental in f' rcing upon the at- 
tention of the people of Canada as the 
real issues of federal politics.

stand at least ou a par with those which 
have occupied the attention of the par- 
liament of Canada at any time during 
1 the last decade. We are very sure that 
! Mr. Mackintosh would have been glad to 
! have clone his share in the legislature 
towards carrying into effect the declared 
wishes of the people, aud would huvo 
found the task quite equal tc his undoubt 
ed abilities. Lf the Star knew a little 
more about British Columbia, if it was a 
little less fresh in its criticisms, if it 
knew some other side to politics than the 
purely personal side, the Conservative 
party in Canada, for which it professes 
to speak with authority, would stand 
much better before the public. The peo- 
ple of Canada are heartily sick of the 
methods which the Star favors. They 
demand 'real issues in politics, and will 
not be content with the personalities 
which the Montreal paper is so fond of 
indulging. As for Mr. Mackintosh, 
one will lie more disgusted than lie at the 
Star's observation.

THE OFFICIAL OATH. 

The Times cites what it says is the 
oath taken by the members of the 
Executive Council in order to prove that 
members of that body swear to be loyal 
and faithful to the Lieutenant-Governor 
personally. We do not know if the oath 
is exactly as cited, for we have no copy 
of it at hand. Nevertheless we will ac- 
cept the Times' version of it as correct. 
The Times says that "loyalty and fidel- 
ity to the Queen's Majesty in this case 
meant loyalty and fidelity to her repre- 
sentative." We must ask the Times to 
read the oath over again. The only 
connection in which the words " loyalty 
and fidelity " are used in the oath is the 
following: "And yet if any mutter so 
propounded, treated anil debated in any 
such Executive Council shall touch any 
particular person sworn of the same 
council upon any such matter as shall in 
any wise concern his loyalty and fidelity 
to the Queen's Majesty, you will in no 
wise open the same to him. but keep it 
secret from him as you would from any 
person until Her Majesty's pleasure shall 
be known in that behalf." That is to 
say. if there is any debate at the council 
as to the loyalty to the Crown of one of 
its members, the act shall be kept secret 
from him until the Crown has deter- 
mined how to deal with him. There is 
not a word in the oath of ofllce about, 
loyalty to the Lieutenant-Governor, nor 
cio the ministers take an oatli to serve 
the Lieutenant-Governor. They promise 
that, they "will serve Her Majesty truly 
and faithfully." 

We have not had time to search the 
precedents for cases where the advisers 
of a governor have taken action against 
him and yet retained office, but we recall 
one case which occurred in New Zealand 
in 1S02, when the ministry of the day 
lodged a complaint with the Secretary 
of State for the Colonics against the Earl 
of Onslow, who was then governor. 
They did not ask for his dismissal, but 
they remonstrated very strongly and 
effectually against Ins refusal to appoint 
certain persons to the legislative council. 
The Secretary of State directed the 
Governor to do as nis council advised, 
and the incident ended. Now, there is 
manifestly no difference in principle be- 
tween such a remonstrance and the reso- 
lution of the Vancouver caucus, so far 
.is the relations between the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the ministers nro con-

PROHIBITION IN P. E. I. 

1 Prince Edward Island is going to try 
its hand at prohibition. The act intro- 
duced into the legislature prohibits the 
sale or gift of intoxicating liquor in ex- 
change for any other property, but per- 
mits wholesalers to sell not less than live 
gallons at a time to volitions appointed 
under the act. to legally qualified physi- 
cians, to chemisus and druggist* for medi- 
cinal purposes, and to persons who pro- 
pose to carry it out of the province There 
is also a provision in the act for the sale 
of spiritous liquors for sacramental pur- 
poses. On the whole, the act is very 
simple, and it is nut encumbered with pro- 
visions for its enforcement. The ordin- 
ary law of the province will have to be 
resorted to for that purpose. 

If this act becomes law, the question 
of unconstitutionality will be at once 
raised. The same principle in involved us 
in the Manitoba measure. If these are 
held to be within the powers of the local 
legislatures, we may 'confidently look for 
prohibitory measures in Nova Scotia aud 
Now Brunswick at the earliest possible 
day. The legislature's of those provinces 
may not wait for the question to be de- 
termined. Ontario will not be far be- 
hind the others, and more than one prom- 
inent man in British Columbia looks for- 
ward to prohibition as the next issue in 
this province. This prohibitory move- 
ment is the result of the plebiscite. It is 
an unexpected result, but what the peo- 
ple of Canada want iu the way of legis- 
lation they are tolerably sure to got. 
There is uo country in the world where 
the populur voice moro quickly finds ex- 
pression iu law.

Yesterday was a quieter day ou the 
waterfront than lias ibeen known for 
some time. Outside of'Wie regular ferry 
steamers there were Cfew other move- 
ments of steamers or -other craft. The 
only other movements to be reported, in 
fact— outside of those of the soalewr— 
were the sailing of the steamer Queen 
City last night Tor Cape Scott, via West 
Coast ports, and of the Nippon Yuson 
Kaisha liner Idzuuii Maru, which sailed 
last night from .ihe outer wharf tor 
China and Japan. The Queen City bad 
a large cargo of freight and many pas 
sengers, 

* o» * 

The Idznmi "Muni carried a very large 
cargo of freight— all that could be laden 
iu her. ©apt. Gurnow does not know 
how the impression of the liners of tho 
fleet, of which ibis steamer is one, will 
affect the local line. The assumption is, 
however, that the vessels in that service 
will be taken, as well as the craft plying 
on the Japan .coast. A number of Chi- 
nese, all bound td the south, to points far 
removed from the theatre of war, and a 
number of Japanese were taken outward 
here. 

The sealers were the busiest people on 
the waterfront yesterday. Yesterday 
morning there was a lleet of five schoon- 
ers anchored in James Bay, and at night- 
fall nearly all had been towed to sea, to 
commence their season's cruise. The big 
gathering of schooners in the bay -formed 
the subject of' complaints made to the 
harbor master-from the representatives 
of one of "the ferry steamers, who 
claimed that, had there been wind in the 
harbor in the morning, the steamer could 
hardly have avoided fouling the sealers. 

The departing sealing fleet included 
the schooners Vera, Triumph, Borealis, 
Teresa and Enterprise. Others are at 
tho wharves getting ready to spread their 
white wings to-day. These include the 
Mary Taylor and Director. On Turpel s 
ways the schooner Mascot is being re- 
paired. She, however, is not to go out 
this season, but probably next year she 
will be sent across the Pacific to the 
Copper Islands, if the Aurora, which 
has gone across to those grounds, makes 
a good showing. 

No arrivals from the ocean were re- 
ported yesterday, although several are 
expected, including the two racing wind 
jammers Brussels and Imborhorne. The 
fair winds of yesterday will probably 
bring a big lleet into the Straits— at 
least so the pilots expect. Many vessels 
are due. The "Brussels, a hark of 991 
tons, is fullv flue, together with' her rival, 
the Imberhorne, which left Liverpool 
two days after'her, intent on beating her 
to port. The Brussels is now out 144 
days, which is- considered a long' passage, 
for mnnv ships have been known to 
have made it in twenty days' less time. 
The Imberhorne. n ship of 1,997 tons, is 
cut 142 days. 'Both are bringlngjgeneral 
cargo. The Comet is due from San 
Pedro and the Corona from Honolulu. 
The ship Hecla. too, is due from Hono- 
lulu, which port she left on May 23. 
She is to load coal at Lndysmith. 

The fleet Of sailing vessels now 
on the way to 'British Columbia ports 
is a very large one. There are 32 
sailing craft, with a tonnage aggregating 
close on 50,000 tons, now bound to Brit- 
ish Columbia, and if the other vessels 
chartered by the lumber mills of the 
Island and Mainland— which are not 
made public— were given on\ the 'list 
would he swelled to a considerable ■ox- 
tent. It is long Since such a formi'dtble 
fleet, has been on the way to the Royal 
Roads.

A SPRY OLD SALT. 

Sailor Man Who Is Retiring 
Age of Eighty-Four. 

The ship Bangalore, Capt. Blanehani- 
brought hen' a sailor who is thought to 
be the oldest man before the mast in the 
world, says the Hawaiian Star of recent 
date. He is .John .Holmes, 84 years old. 
and of 60 years' experience in the fore- 
castle. Holmes' age is the same as that 
of Capt. Holmes, the ruastnr of the 
Alexander Gibson, Who is Widely famed 
ns the oldest skipper in the world. The 
Gibson is now <>n her way to New York, 
with her old master in charge. 

The man who came to Honolulu on 
ttbe Bangalore has had .an oven more re- 
markable career than the master ef the 
(Gibson, as the hardship of a life in the 
forecastle is much greater than the snan 
•In the cabin experiences. John Holmes 
neirb'r got higher than a second mate dwr- 
iing Jill his ofl years of service, owing to 
lack of education. The second mate of 
a Ship is not much more than an able 
seaman, and has bard work like the rest 
of the hands. On the Bangalore Holmes 
-was ntit even a second mate, being only a 
seaman. In spite of his long career at 
■sen, Holmes is an active man at an age 
when most men have to retire to their 
firesides. He is still able to go aloft. 
The old man climbed to the skysail yards 
of the Bangalore in his eighty-fourth 
year. Capt. Blanchard saw him aloft 
'and at once gave orders that he must 
not be sent up again, on account of his 
cge, The oJd man didn't shirk his work, 



and though his hair is perfectly white, 
he is still strong looking. 

The life and adventures of John 
Holmes would fill several volnmea. Four 
times he has been shipwrecked umd saved 
from death, and he has struggled with 
wind and wave in every sea where ceo 
merce sends vessels. He can spin yarns 
of storms and perils of the sen that even 
put the old-time tars In the shade. Ye 
ago, before even the Atlantic passer 
service 'kegan to develop 5nto- its present 
condition, Holmes was a second mate 
the old Atlantic packets that used 
carry passengers from the old world to 
the Hew. He was in the famous old 
Dreadnought, ami has had a list 
masters, good, bad ruid indifferent, that 
Includes many of the'best known of th 
Olil'-timers. Holmes is well known t' 
Pacific Coast captains, among whom he 
has been shipping for many years. II 
lias taken passage for San Francisco 
'now. having found at last that the work 
of the forecastle is too much for him 
but not without having achieved the re 
markable distinction of having reefed a 
skysail in his eighty-fourth year. 

Holmes' failure to rise in his calling 
was due to his lack of study. He hauled 
lines, trimmed sails, washed decks and 
trimmed ballast without ever gaining th 
knowledge that a master or a first mate 
of a deep-water vessel must have, and 
hence at 84 he leaves the forecastle, no 
further on in his trade than when he 
entered it at 'IB.

Notes by Master of the D. G. S, 
For Mariners. 

The following hydrographic notes are 
the remilts of-examinations recently made 
by Capt. John T. Wulbran, master o: 
the D. G. S. Quadra: One mile W. % 
S. from Zero- rock beacon, Baro strait 
off (he southeast shore of Vancouver I 
laud, there is a rock, locally known as 
little Zero rock, which dries ti feet at 
low water; and 3 cables westerly from 
Little Zero rock is a patch, marked on 
Admiralty chart No. 2840, 2 fathom 
The northerly [portion of this patch coi 
sists of a number of rock heads, awash at 
low water, and the southerly portion ho 
a depth of only 1% fathoms on it, with 
deep water all "round. The shoal marke ' 
on the chart still farther west has on it 
only V/-< fathoms water. Both of thes 
shoal spots are marked by kelp durinj 
part of the year. 

The large bay shown on the west sid 
of Cordova channel, with its mouth fac 
ing northerly, as known as Cordova bay, 
and the sand spit on its east side is now 
2 feet above high water mark, extend 
ing as a narrow tcngiu of land farthe 
north than shoal water is mnrked oi 
the chart, so that the bay 'forms n secure 
anchorage. Deep water on the west side 
of the spit extends close up to it, but 
the water shoals very rapidly southward 
of the 10-fathom line. 

There are two 3-fathom patches chart 
ed westerly from Darcy island. The 
more westerly of these is a little farther 
west, and the more easterly a little far 
ther east than shown on the charts, s< 
that a southeast course from the spar 
buoy off Sydney spit leads between the 
two shoals and clear of both. Tho depth 
on the more westerly shoal is only 16 
feet. 

Shoal (water extends westerly from 
Walker rock, Trincomali channel, farther 
thnu shown on.Admiraity chart No. 3029 
The beacon on the rock should not be ap- 
proached, when hearing E. by S., nearer 
than 3 cables, as the ridgo of which the 
Tock is the highest part extends westerly 
of the beacon to a distance of 2'/i cables 
with depths ou it varying from 1 
fathoms, the westernmost danger being a 
small pinnacle with 2V4 fathoms op it 
at extreme low .water. 

Tho ridge is very narrow, lies nearly 
parallel to the channel and has deep wat 
er on both sides. The channel or south- 
westerly side of Walker rock is steep-to 
there being at a distance of CO feet from 
the heacon fathoms, and alongside 
nearly 3 fathoms.

WAR SHIP BUILDING. 

Capacity of Great Britain to Turn Out 
Fighting Vessls. 

Engineering, in a timely article on thifl 
subject, indicates that the naval con- 
tractors throughout the country resent 
the attitude taken up hy the admiralty 
in the oft repeated statement that the ca- 
pacity of the country for warship con- 
struction is already fully utilized. En- 
gineering says that the board of admir- 
alty must be singularly out of touch with 
the engineering community if they have 
not discovered that the statements made 
ns to inability of contractors to fulfil or- 
ders have met with protest on all sides 
We (Engineering) have ourselves re 
ceived a great many communications, 
which prove conclusively how lame Mr. 
Goschen's excuse for not making fuller 
provision for strengthening the fleet. Tho 
head of one firm of the highest standing 
says: "We are astonished at Mr. Gos 
chen's recent remark ns to his inability 
to put forward a fuller naval programme 
on account of contractors being unable to 
execute tho work." Another eminent en- 
gineering contractor says: "I may toll 
you that Mr. Goschen's statement 
making quite a stir among shipbuilders 
and steelmakers. There is no difficulty 
whatever in the admiralty getting any 
number of ships built — double the num- 
ber they are having built — and getting 
them constructed quickly. The means at 
the command of the builders of the coun- 
try are such that they could turn out 
twice the amount of work." Messrs. 
Armstrong, Whitworth & Co.'s present 
capability of executing government or- 
ders has been made public; it is, as stat- 
ed, throe battleships and two large 
cruisers. It is well known that they are 
completing at their Openshaw works an 
armor-iilate plant that will render them 
independent of the Sheffield firmc It 
may be stated further that, in addition 
to .tbeir Elswick yard, which is equipped 
for the building of war vessels only, 
they have the Walker yard, a little lower 
down the Tyne, from whence they have 
already launched several cruisers and 
two urmorclnds. It will he instructive 
if, from the many communications, both 
verbal and by letter, which we (En- 
gineering) have received from admiralty 
contractors, we here give a few extracts, 
selecting only those from well known 
firms who stand highest in tile public es- 
timation'! One of them says: "We could 
undertake and guarantee to turn out one 
battleship and throe first-class cruisers, 
with propelling machinery and auxiliary 
WUiehinery complete, within three years 
from date, commencing delivery of the 
first vessels in two years from receipt of 
plans." Another firm «ays: "... 
We cwuld lay down two largo ships 
(either battleships or tir-st-cluss cruisers) 
in 11)00, launch thorn in IDOL nnd com- 
plete hy the end of 1903; could lay down 
six large ships in 1001, launch then' in 
1002, and complete by the end of 11)04, 
and fiix per annum afterwards." This 
doiee not refer to hulls' only, hut to hulls, 
engines aud armor. Still another firm, 



also in the foremost rank, is at present 
prepared to take orders for two battles- 
ships to he delivered in three years; or, 
if preferred, three armored' cruisers. This 
also refers to the complete ships, includ- 
ing engines, armor and guns. Another 
firm would undertake at once two hattle- 
shipc, or two first-class cruisers. The 
navy estimates provide for two .battle- 
ships in the now shipbuilding programme 
of this year. We have in the above 
statements assurances that 10. could be 
delivered by the end of 1904, or earlier.

THE SECRET OF PADEREyVSKI.

Shanty Men Enjoy Themselves 
on the Long Trip to 
Muskoka.

Would you like n traveller's story for 
your paper? 1 can give you one. Or per- 
haps it would bo more strictly In your 
Hue If I called It an Industrial Incident; 
would It not'; Yes, an Industrial Incident 
Is certainly more dignltted. When saying 
good-bye one night at the Grand Trunk 
station to a handsome young Montreal gen- 
tleman, he called my attention to a smok- 
ing car filled with u gang of French-Cana- 
dian lumbermen from Montreal and the 
eastern townships, whom he was shipping 
to Northern Ontario, to do what, do you 
suppose? To cut hemlock bark in (he 
Muskoka woods for a tanning Ann. 

These Uomy-handed and good-natured fel- 
lows were for the most part hilarious— this 
was about the Pretoria jubilation time, 
remember— that one could not at first dis- 
tinguish signs of authority in any. But 
I became aware later that they were iu 
Charge of an Irish-nan, Caffery, «vho was 
perfectly sober. The power of talk among 
such a group la incredible; and one young 
fellow whom I will call Bill, before the 
train left, nlmost wrung the hand off Mr. 
Harry who was giving him warning advice. 
Indeed, he swore to practice all the virtues 
-fidelity, Industry, nnd good behavior gen- 
erally on the trip. 

Finding no one whom I knew In the 
Pullman, I presently strolled forward to 
the second-class car. Here my brave hoys 
were, talking, dozing, gesticulating, sing- 
ing. When he caught sight of me Hill 
became a master of ceremonies, and intro- 
duced me to half a dozen as "a frlen' of 
Monsieur Harrny." Then came such hand- 
shaking, with me and with each other. 
With a view to variety, n song was sug- 
gested, and some one sang a very lugu- 
brious French one which he said was "Mar- 
guerite;" If so, she was In disguise. Next 
a drunken and Inane Marseillaise enme 
from the lips and fingers of one whose 
hands were the soberest part of hlni, ex- 
pressing, as they did, In some degree, the 
verve which his voice could not. But It 
evoked no chorus. Then came over to 
our side of the car the best-looking and 
heat-dressed man of the lot, who sang 
"Somebody's Waiting," of which nothing 
but the refrain was distinct, and assured 
me gravel}' that this was an Irish song. I 
•suggested "to one the twenty-six verses of 
the Lumberman's Alphabet, as it Is sung 
In some of the Western States: 
"'A Is the axe, as you very well know, 
B is ns Boys who can swing It al-so, 
C is for chopping, which now does begin, 
B is for danger, that we are all In, 
<E is for echo, that through the woods rang, 
F is the foreninn who headed our gang." 

But nobody seemed to know it, and the 
proposal was rejected, probably for the 
reason that Mons. Jourdaln, in Mollere's 
play, rejected the ornnte composition, viz., 
that there was "trop de broulliamlnl de- 
daus." 

Here the attention of Caffery was arous- 
ed, and he began to count heads, now In 
this compartment, now in that. A man 
was missing! Where could he be?' Not In 
our end— not in the vestibule— not on the 
platform. Calling out In French lie made 
a rush for the brakesman, and hinted that 
he was troubled with what Paddy In the 
owl storv called "A Lost Man." Instantly 
every one had a version of the man's dis- 
appearance, and at least six were talking 
■ M once. 

"Great nenven! he's killed— he fell off- 
he jumped off— he quit the Job." "lie's 
a lache, a fool, a pollsson, a son of a 
nigger," and any other old name that 
came handy. Next the conductor was 
called Into council, and there was instant 
silence while he cross-questioned the party. 
Verdict— upon very Infirm and entirely cir- 
cumstantial evidence— that the man had 
jumped off at Lnchlne, where he had a 
sweetheart, some said a mother. What 
. struck me most was the view Caffery took 
of the matter. lie seemed to care nothing 
about the man's life. If lie was Injured, 
or Ids feelings, if lie were homesick for 
Lnchlne; but It made him grave to think 
thnt eight or ten dollars good money should 
be wasted on a passage to Gravenhurst 
and no value for It. Lost men or dead 
men cut no hark. 

With the light-henrtedncss that Is In 
their nature, the men soon forgot the In- 
cident. A babel of sound arose again— a 
mouth organ was produced. Out of this, 
the boy of the party drew "The Wearing 
of the' Green" In a barely recognizable 
form, but he did much better with "Home, 
Sweet Home," moving one of his com- 
panions to tears. More hand shaking, la 
which I had to take part till my arm felt 
like General Grant's. One fellow pawed 
me over, nnd sang unknown slow music 
Into my ear so long that the protector 
Pill seized him nnd stopped him with 
"Achllle! tnls tbi; sncr-r-r pendard," in- 
forming him thnt his voice was like a 
buzz-saw anyhow. To nnother over-friend- 
ly orntor, who seemed one of those per- 
sons 

Who take the rustic murmur of their bourn 
For the great wave that echoes round the 
world. 

nnd wns loading me up with parish poll- 
tics, Bill said, with grent ferocity. "Atten- 
dez, Jacques, quo vnus etes fou: lalssez 

.tranqullle Monsieur." And nt once there- 
after, with much sweetness declnred him- 
self to mo thus: "Monsieur, excuse me 
dero, ma frlen' he's ieetle foolish dls even- 
In' hut dat's gooil lx>y all de same— rurty 
soon I'm showln' you some dancia'— jus' 
two tree minute." 
And sure enough. In less time than it 

:tabes to- tell, 'Jacques and Dominique were 



hard at it, one of the group doing the part 
of Iloor-manager (the "floor" being the 
narrow passage-way of the ear), and call- 
ing out the figures of a cotillion. 

Avanche— balancer— shake de hand— falre 
grnnde chalne. Houp la I Balnncez encore- 
Promenade an' salute de lady— Falre le 
tour— retires vous Messieurs et Mesdnmes 
Balance everybody. Vive Canada!— Oat's 
good one." 

Talking with a quiet and sober-looking 
member of the party, I found him, from 
bis own recital, a Canadian who had left 
his home In Quebec at fifteen, and had 
some variety in life, sailing on the river; 
railroading In York State; working In the 
Michigan lumber woods nt Alpena and 
Muskegon; teaming for the Shedden Com- 
pany In Montreal; working for Mr. Shaw In 
the Quebec tanneries. Now at 31 he found 
himself partly onrwl of rovlnir. for hi' had 
a wife and two babies to "toady him. 

Having heard me speak to one of his 
men about Muskoka. he became curious to 
know what like It was. For, he explained, 
his employer had given him "a chance" of 
a Job In charge of a gang aroung Brace- 
bridge, and if he liked the place, he would 
remain there, nnd send for his family. 
So. as a loyal Ontarlan, I said what I could 
for Muskoka. But perceiving the simple 
wants of the man, and remembering that 
blessed is lie who expects little, for he 
shall not be disappointed, I warned him 
that gold did not grow on the bushes there. 

lie was no fool, tills man, Fred Foucault, 
even though he seemed likely to be "con- 
tented wl' little nnd cantie v,T malr," If 
I may use one of Burns' phrases instead of 
one of Dr. Drummond's to describe n 
French-Canadian characteristic. Ills des- 
cription of the development In American 
lumbering of late years, the small mill 
superceded by the large: the changed meth- 
ods, "lumbering by railroad" as It may be 
termed of late; the reign of the gang-saw— 
the coming of the band-saw; the over-hasty 
depletion of the lumber woods In Michigan; 
the receding of the pine forests from Sag- 
inaw Bay clear across the peninsula to 
Ludlngton, nnd then beyond the big lake 
Into Wisconsin; the lncrensed attention 
now paid to woods that were formerly 
despised; the waste without repair, and the 
cost of thnt waste — All this was spoken 
with artlessness, nnd yet wdtli n shrewdness 
that showed the habitant to have both ob- 
served and reflected. His career, besides, 
proved In how many directions n man of 
no partlculnr training may find employment 
in this young country if he only chooses 
to work at what offers, nnd not, ns some 
fools of lmmigrnnts do, throw themselves 
on public chnrlty because they cannot get 
the precise sort of work they hnvo been 
used to. 

It is Instructive, and the writer thought 
a little curious, to discover through the 
Incident of meeting this gang, that the 
Messrs. Shaw & Cassels had started several 
hundred men already In the Muskoka woods 
cutting hemlock hark for tanning purposes, 
and more were to come, as soon ns they 
could be got from Montreal nnd the eastern 
townships. It serves to give one an idea 
of the enormous quantity of tills material 
a large tanning establishment requires. 
The morning, I should add, found these 
roysterers all sober, a little shame-faced at 
their overnight excesses,, but full of their 
unvarying civility, as they changed cars for 
the North.

CUSTOMS PROCEDURE. 

A Number of Important Changes Being 
Made. 

Some Important changes are to be made 
in the mode of operating the Canadian 
customs, snys the Canadian Trade Review. 
In the first place the statistical depart 
ments are to be removed from the differ- 
ent ports to Ottawa. It is believed that 
with the centralization of the labor the 
statistics of the department can be more 
readily compiled. This Is the plan fol- 
lowed nt the present time In the United 
Stntes, nnd is found to work satisfac- 
torily. 

Another change contemplated Is the re- 
organization of tlie Hoard of Customs. 
This board has for the Inst half dozen years 
existed practically la name only, and the 
government with the reorganization will 
give It some work to do. 

The work of this board w 111 lie central- 
ized In Ottawa, and will consist of four 
members, two Dominion appraisers, two 
members to be appointed, nnd the commis- 
sioner— five In all. The board will deter- 
mine on cases In the Capital City, In place 
of the old method of going about from 
port to port ns has formerly been done. 

The third nnd most Interesting change, so 
far as regards tlie public, is a new regula- 
tion requiring duplicate Invoices, one to be 
filed at tlie port of entry, nnd the second to 
be forwarded to the department of cus- 
toms, Ottawa. 

This change will make it necessary for 
the merchants to get their Invoices In trip- 
licate Instead of duplicate, ns at the pre- 
sent time. Probably at first this may give 
considerable annoyance, but It was thought 
thnt In the long run It will be more satis- 
factory nil around. For yearB complnlnts 
hnvo been made that some ports hud ad- 
vnntnges over others. Inasmuch ns the 
goods nre not npprnised nt an equal vnlue 
In all ports.- The hardware merchants 
were particularly loud in their complaints, 
and often made the claim, with probably n 
great deal of justice, thnt they were work- 
ing under n disadvantage which should not 
exist. 

With the centralization of this work In 
Ottawa and with the Invoices directly un- 
der their eye, the officials will, It is 
thought, he nble to correct these Irregulnrl- 
tles without any trouble. 

It Is not nt nil likely that nny move 
will be mnde In the last change for some 
months to come, nnd It Is expected that 
a long notice will be given the Importers, 
so thnt they mny provide for triplicate in- 
voices, and thus not interfere with their

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Messrs. Wells, Prentice and MeBride Accept 
Office In the Government end Are 
Duly Sworn in. 

Bye-Elections For This City one! South Victoria 
Have Been fixed and the Writs 
Are Issued. 



Yesterday Premier Dunsmuir com- 
pleted his cabinet, presenting ti> His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor the 
names of J. D. Prentice as provincial 
secretary ami minister of education; W. 
O Wells, chief commissioner of lands 
and works; and Richard MeBride, min- 
ister of mines. The new ministers nt 
once took the oath of office, were sworn 
in, nnd assumed charge of their respect- 
ive departments. 

Writs for the bye-elections in Victoria 
Gity and South Victoria, to provide for 
the re-election of Hon. J. H. Turner and 
Hon. D. M. Eherts, were at once issued 
and signed by His Honor. These elec- 
tions are to he held on duly 3. The bye- 
elcetions for the return of the otner 
members of the cabinet will be set for a 
later date. . , . , 

A meeting of the executive will be held 
to-day. when it may "be arranged that the 



house will be proro?,v«a to a later -date 
than July 5, in order to arrange for the 
re-election of all tfee ministers previous 
to the opening oi the session, the brief 
period of time which elapses between 
now and the date set for tha went ren- 
dering this step necessary. 

Hon. W. O. Wells, (he new minister of 
lands and works, first saw the light of 
day at Vanklcck Hill, Prts<*ott county, 
(Jnt., about 43 years ago. He is a son 
of the late Sheriff Wells of the counties 
of Presoott and Russell, nnd a brother of 
Hon. H. M. Wells, late Speaker of the 
Ontario legislature. For seven years 
Mr, Wells was In business in Montreal, 
and in 188G he came to British Columbia, 
engaging in the lumbering "business at 
Palllser. The new minister is a Liberal 
in federal politic?. lie first entered the 
provincial political arena in 1S98, when 
at the general elections he was elected to 
the legislature for North Bast Kootenny 
as a supporter of the Semlin government. 
Again a candidate at the recent elections 



he was re-elected by a large majority, 
liis opponents losing their deposits. 

Hon. Richard MeBride, a liativsj son-- 
and probably the youngest who ever ob- 
tained political prominence; In British 
Columbia, was born in NaW Westminster 
on December "15, 1870. He received his 
early education at the pul)llc schools in 
that city, unit afterwards at the Dal- 
honsie University, graduating in 181)0' 
from the latter educational institution. 
He was called to the bar in British-Col- 
umbia "in 1802, at that time being con- 
nected w ith the firm of Corbould, McUoll, 
Wilson & Campbell, practising at New 
Westminster. Since 1S04 lie 'has been 
practising" on his own account, and at 
present is in partnership with .1. D. Ken- 
nedy at New Westminster. In 1890 he 
contested unsuccessfully the constituency 
of New Westminster against Aulay Mor- 
rison at the general federal elections. 
Two years later— in IS'.IS — he was elected 
to the legislature for Dewdney as a sup- 
porter of the Turner government. At 
the recent provincial elections he was re- 
elected to the legislature as an Independ- 
ent by a large majority. In federal poli- 
tics Mr. MeBride is a Conservative. 

Hon. .7. 1). Prentice, an Englishman 
by birth, sat fur East Lillooet during tha 
session of 1893, and was again elected 
in ISftS. playing an important part in the 
exciting scenes incidental to the collapse 
uf the Semlin administration. At the 
recent elections be was returned by a 
good majority. 

The Colonist's Vancouver correspond- 
ent sends tie- following:

&utg amuck in the province, and the 
present holder states that anyone can 
take it away who will pay .?10 charges 
on it. The ballot-box is full of ballots 
and duly sealed. On the bottom is writ- 
ten, ' Warnock Cannery, Rivers Inlet,' 
nnd on a tag attached to the box is the 
following inscription: '.7. G. Garvey. 
Bctttrning Officer. Cassiar District, Van- 
couver. B. C." The box was brought to 
Victoria, on the Queen City and handed 
to the purser of the Tees, who brought it 
to Vancouver. Messrs. Evans, Coleman. 
& Evans ro«k charge of it as agents for 
the C. P. 'N. Co., and, not being able to 
find any clnimnnt, took it to the express 
otlice. The express office refused to 
handle it, and returned it to Evans, 
Coleman & Evans, who wrote a post- 
card to .7. G. Garvey, Cassiar district, 
in the "hope that that gentleman would 
pay the $10 charges nnd whatever 
wharfage there was on the box, and thus 
relieve them of their serious obligation 
of taking charge of a government ballot- 
box. No answer has been received to 
the card. The Cassiar election, from 
last, reports, is somewhat close, and if 
there was a recount the authorities 
would be looking very anxiously for that 
run-away ballot box. 

'• The explanation of the nieanderings 
i>f the box is no doubt as follows: "The 
deputy returning ..Ulcer at the Warnock 
cannery had been instructed to send the 
linx to the proper government depart- 
ment :it Victoria, and by some peculiar 
reasoning of his own decided that it 
should be addressed to Mr. Garvey, the 
tet urning officer for the district, while 
he made a further blunder by addressing 
the box to Vancouver, instead of Vic- 
toria. Bo that ns it may. the govern 
ment must pay $10 charges to get the 
box buck."

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How Two Portland Railway Men 
Were Taken for Fenians 
In Victoria. 



Had Cartridges Marked Dyna- 
mite and Got a Scare In 
Consequence. 



In the days of the recent demonstra- 
tions held to celebrate the fall of the 
Boer oligarchy and the doings of "Bobs " 
and 200,000 other Britishers in South 
Africa, there was, as Victorians will re- 
member, an alarmist rumor abroad of 
the coming of Fenians to blow up the 
dry dock, the fortifications, government 
buildings, theatre — in fact anything that 
was possible to be destroyed by the 
" brave Irish pro-Boers from the nation 
to the South." 

Victorians will remember the scare 
which followed the report whiph came 
from the British consul at San Pran- 
.cisco — who had seemingly good ground 
for it — that the Fenians were coming — 
and two Portland railroad men will also 
remember it, they probably retaining the 
occasion in their memory more strongly 
than the average Victorian, for they 
then got a scare which was a hundred 
per oent. worse than any of those who 
had become alarmed at the reported coin- 
ing of the emissaries of the Clan-Nn- 
-Gnel. 

The two Portland railroaders who re- 
member the scare were Mike Roche, of 
the Rio Grande Western railway, and 
.7. O'BeiJly, of the Illinois Central. Chief 
of Police Langlfiy mny also remember the 
Incident, for, according to the Portland 



Telegram, he was connected with it in 
company with several others. 

While the climax of the story— which 
is told by friends of the two Portlandera 
with the Milesian names — was somewhat 
startling, the events which led up to the 
visit of Messrs. Roche and O'Reilly to 
Victoria and what followed were natural 
enough. According to the story, the 
twi. rn'h'osdprs, when they became ac- 
:;'-.uinted with the fact that Victoria was 
hr.ldiug n series of celebrations, thought 
they had lnu-'ness in this city, and ac- 
cordingly Mike and .Tack packed their 
grips and came up to Victoria. The city 
was, on their arrival, hidiii :i in a wealth 
of bunting and decoration in h.ioor of 
tlie British victories, and the ci Uens 
were wild with enthusiasm. Union 
.lacks fluttered from every flag-pole and 
window. Strings of fire-crackers spat 
and sputtered from the buildings along 
the principal streets, and bombs and 
giant crackers shattered the air. Crowds, 
too, gathered in the public places and 
shouted themselves hoarse — hut Vic- 
torians are fully cognizant of these 
things. 

To return to Mike and Jack, they 
much enjoyed the thorough manner in 
which the people of Victoria let their 
patriotism loose — but they wished after- 
wards that the patriotism was not so in- 
tense. The trouble till started through a 
small square package which O'Reilly 
carried. It seems 'that Mr. Ellis, of 
Seattle, who takes part in the inter- 
national shoot now being held in this 
city, and O'Reilly— so the story goes- 
agreed to bring some cartridges over for 
him. 

It was this box i»f cartridges which 
caused nil the surprise, and perhaps Mr. 
Allan Cameron, assistant general 
freight agent of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, of Vancouver, then in the city, 
may have had. something to do with it. 
Anyway, the queer looking package of 
cartridges, which could easily have been 
taken for an infernal machine or most 
anything else, whs guarded most care- 
fully by Mr. O'Reilly. When Mr. 
Cameron was in the company of the 
Port In ml railroaders, the, conversation 
drifted to the subject of the box of cart- 
ridges. It was remarked that the lux 



looked like an infernal machine, and 
from the subject of infernal machines 
the conversation went to Fenians and 
other lighting Irishmen.

AUSTRALIAN FEDERATION. 

Bill Passes Committee Stage in House of 
Commons. 

London, June. 21.— The Australian 
commonwealth bill passed the committee 
stage to-day. The compromise of the 
secretary of state for the colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, on the appeal 
clause ns finally adopted secures the 
same powers and powers of appeal to the 
privy council as exist for Canada, with 
the exception that no appeal shall be per- 
mitted from a decision of the high court 
upon questions regarding the constitu- 
tional powers of the several states of the 
commonwealth, unless the high court cer- 
tifies that the question ought to he de- 
termined by the privy council.
